IPD nabs 
man for drug 
possession 

Man also possessed 
‘Church Street’ sign that 
belonged to the city

Information gained 
from a traffic stop last 
Tuesday, led Irvine 
Division of Police Officers 
to arrest a local man on 
drug charges. 

Danny Angel, 48, of 
Court Street was arrested 
after Chief Brad Smith 
obtained a warrant to 
search his home, using 
information provided by a 
confidential informant. 

Smith said he observed 
a man driving a black 
truck with suspicious tags 
leaving Church Street. 
When Smith stopped the 
truck and requested infor¬ 
mation on the license tags 
from the Kentucky State 
Police, he discovered that 
the tags had expired. 

Smith asked the driver 
to allow him to search the 
vehicle. During the inves¬ 
tigation the man claimed 
to have bought drugs from 
Angel, leading Smith to 
get the warrant. 

Smith's report states 
that while he was execut¬ 
ing the warrant he found 
a small canister that con-

tained pills in Angel's 
front pants pocket. The 
report states Smith and 
other IPD officers, found 
several Oxycodone pills in 
varying strengths. 

Smith also found and 
confiscated other pills, 
including Saboxone, digi¬ 
tal scales, chopping tool 
and a city street sign for 
Church Street. 

Officers confiscated 
$361, a food stamp card, 
a cell phone, three metal 
containers with pills, $5 
worth of change, bottles

Estill mourns death of local Farm Bureau agent

John Paul Tuttle, 93, a Kentucky Farm 
Bureau Agent for more than 60 years, died 
last Wednesday, Jan. 18 after a short ill¬ 
ness. 

Tuttle was the first agent/manager in 
Estill County when he began working for 
Farm Bureau in 1949, shortly after he 
returned from serving in the United States 
Army during World War II. 

He was wounded when the ship on 
which he was sailing to South Africa was 
sunk by enemy fire, but due to a loss of 
records, never received the Purple Heart he 
deserved. Tuttle had dinner with President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt and President Harry 
S. Truman (while he was vice-president). He 
was recruited by Bobby Kennedy to run his 
presidential campaign in Kentucky, but he 
declined, telling Kennedy "I am not a politi¬ 
cian." 

Tuttle attended the Hoys Fork and Thomas 
School. During his teen years he helped his 
dad survey in Estill and surrounding coun¬ 
ties. 

Tuttle married the former Daisy Winkler 
in 1944, who also became a farm bureau 
agent and worked alongside him with one of 
their sons, Michael. 

Although he retired about seven years ago, 
he still came into the office most everyday to 
visit with customers and talk about all the 


interesting things he has done in his life. 

Their other son, John Paul, is a urologist. 

Tuttle was honored with a Heritage 
Business Award by the Irvine-Ravenna 
Kiwanis Club in November on Farm-City 
Night at Cedar Village Restaurant. 

He will be greatly missed by the many 
friends and Farm Bureau customers he has 
served during his years in business in Estill 
County. He was widely known as a hard¬ 
working man with integrity. 

Funeral services were held Saturday at 
the Crooked Creek Christian Church, at 
which Tuttle was an elder for nearly 50 
years.

Physical therapist will retire in February

Jim Click, a physical therapist at Marcum & 
Wallace Memorial Hospital for the past 25 years, has 
announced his intention to retire. Feb. 3 will be his 
last day. 

Originally from Jackson County, Click is a gradu¬ 
ate of Sand Gap High School. He began his career 35 
years ago upon his graduation from the University of 
Kentucky in 1976. 

He came to MWMH after working in Hyden and at 
Pattie A. Clay Hospital in Richmond. He also worked 
at a nursing home and for home health. 

When asked how he came to be working at the local 
hospital he said "they were looking for a physical 
therapist and I thought the area was similar to Hyden 
where I had a good experience in a small hospital set¬ 
ting." 

Click said he has enjoyed watching the hospital 


evolve into one with a full time emergency room, the 
services of 20 physicians and several specialty clin¬ 
ics. 

"When I first came here, we had Dr. Terry, Dr. 
Virginia and Dr. Patterson here and Dr. Clouse for 
surgery in Richmond," Click said. "The emergency 
room was only open during the day back then." 

The changes in the physical therapy department 
since he began as a therapist, he said, mostly has 
to do with the number of patients they see, not the 
equipment. 

"Our therapy is hands-on. We have always taught 
people things they can do at home without equip¬ 
ment," he said. "Our biggest change over the years 
has been in the volume of patients." 

For the past eight years, Click has worked with the 
Estill County High School Football Program. 

"It's a fun thing to do and I hope it is a value to the 
school and the kids," he said. "I hope to continue to do 
some of that after I retire."

Funded by a govern¬ 
ment grant, everything is 
new about the comput¬ 
ers from the keyboards to 
the monitors to servers to 
firewalls. 

There are five desktop 
computers that are avail¬ 
able to the public and 
eight laptops to be used 


in classes. 

Library director, Glen 
Kahmann says the com¬ 
puters were funded by an 
American Reinvestment 
and Recovery Act 
Broadband Technology 
Opportunities Program 
grant. 

With the provision of 
these new computers, 
the library has become a 
“Public Library Workforce 
Center,” one of 46 across 
the state. Free workshops 
will soon be conducted on 
resume' building, online 
job hunting and comput¬ 
er/email basics. Trained 


librarians are available to 
help with job searches. 

The first free workshop 
will be about resume 
building and will be held 
Feb. 6, from 10 a.m. to 
11:30 a.m. 

A library card is needed 
to access the computers, 
although a guest pass can 
be provided to non-resi¬ 
dents. 

For parents' peace of 
mind, the new comput¬ 
ers have a filter to pro¬ 
tect minors who access 
the internet from obscene 
material. 

The library is a hap¬ 


pening place these days. 
Kahmann says the “door 
count has skyrocketed in 
the past couple of years.” 

Besides books, some of 
the services the library 
offers are movies, music, 
child and teen program¬ 
ming and a book club that 
meets once a month. 

Another forthcom¬ 
ing service of the public 
library will be the ability 
to check out “e-books” for 
downloading onto person¬ 
al reading devices.

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Irvine Council denies license to Saboxone clinic

The Irvine City Council 
denied a privilege license 
to the man who original¬ 
ly asked to open a pain 
treatment clinic. This 
time he wanted to open a 
Saboxin/Rehab clinic. 

Nena Dunaway 

appeared before the 
council to represent Jerry 
Burnham, the man who 
made the license applica¬ 
tion. 

She told them that she 
wanted to help the com¬ 
munity with the problem 
and if allowed to open the 


clinic, it would serve sur¬ 
rounding counties as well 
as Estill County. 

“We chose to do a bad 
thing in the beginning, 
but now we want to help 
people get off of drugs,” 
Dunaway said. 

She also said she had 
put her life savings into 
the building that is locat¬ 
ed on River Drive. She 
said they had made a 
beautiful doctors' office 
there. 

Mayor Ernest Farmer 
told her that at present 
they didn't have a lease 
on the building in which 
they proposed opening 


the clinic. She replied 
that Mr. Burnham would 
take care of that the next 
day. 

Councilman Tim 
Burkhart said that 
the name of the busi¬ 
ness “Greater Kentucky 
Wellness Center,” the 
applicants' name and the 
address of the business is 
the same as it was when 
the application was made 
for a pain clinic. 

“The only thing that has 
changed on this applica¬ 
tion is the description of 
the type of business you 
want to open from a pain 
clinic to a drug treat¬ 


ment center,” Burkhart 
said. “I make a motion we 
deny the privilege license 
for the same reasons as 
when we denied it the 
first time.” 

The council denied the 
license for the pain clinic 
back in October because 
the applicant opened and 
began to conduct busi¬ 
ness without the required 
license, showing a disre¬ 
gard for city regulations. 

The council agreed and 
denied the license. 

Dunaway was visibly 
upset and left the meet¬ 
ing in tears. 

In other business the 


council recognized Curt 
Napier, pastor of the 
Irvine First Church of 
the Nazarene. He said he 
was born and raised in 
Kentucky and after living 
and working in Michigan, 
he and his wife returned 
to Kentucky after he 
retired. 

He requested that the 
council meet with the 
local ministerial associa¬ 
tion to discuss what the 
organization can do to 
help the people in the 
community. 

Farmer said he thought 
it would be a good idea 
and told the pastor to 


make the arrangements 
and let him know when 
and they would work it 
into their schedule. 

A privilege license were 
granted to open a thrift 
store on Main Street in 
the old Lunch Box loca¬ 
tion. The store will fea¬ 
ture used furniture, appli¬ 
ances and clothes. 

Farmer asked the coun¬ 
cil to keep in mind that 
the city's 200th birthday 
is this year and to be 
thinking of ways to cel¬ 
ebrate it. 


Estill Fiscal Court votes to dispatch constables

Constables will now be dispatched to cover accidents 
and incidents, the same as the Estill County Sheriff's 
department, Irvine Division of Police and the Ravenna 
Police Department. 

At a meeting of the Estill County Fiscal Court last 
Tuesday at the courthouse, the court voted to have 
911 dispatchers treat constables as they do other law 
officers. Judge-Executive Wallace Taylor voted no. 

District One Constable Danny Conrad made the 
request after giving a long report to the court about 
his activities for the past year. He told them he served 
85 warrants and 43 citations. 

“I feel I deserve to be dispatched and treated like 
other law officers,” Conrad said. 

Conrad went on to tell the court that he has been 
to several training sessions and wanted to attend the 
Department of Criminal Justice Training to receive 
the same training as other officers. 

District One Magistrate Gerald Rader said he 
didn’t want to be rushed into voting for anything, 
but he didn’t understand why Conrad couldn't be 
dispatched. 

District Two Magistrate Darrell Johnson said they 


couldn't vote to just allow one constable to be dis¬ 
patched, that all three constables that serve Estill 
County would have to be included. 

District Two Constable Earl Young ended the dis¬ 
cussion when he made the motion to allow dispatchers 
to dispatch constables. 

In other business Estill County Clerk Sherry Fox 
told the court that she has $19,500 left on the grant 
she received for new voting machines and that she 
had two choices of what to do with it. 

“We can purchase more equipment or send it back 
to the state,” she said. “I would like to purchase four 
extra machines. I have to spend it by the end of 
June.” 

The court approved. 

Taylor told the court that Estill County Water 
District Number One commissioner, Jerry Arnold, told 
him his term was about to expire and requested that 
he be reappointed. 

The court agreed. 

The court also accepted the water district and the 
Powell Valley Water District’s budgets into the min¬ 
utes. 

Estill County Fire Chief Derrick Muncie gave his 
annual report. He told the court the department had 
a total of 310 runs for 2011 with 31 being mutual aid 


runs with other departments. 

Muncie said they had responded to 14 building fires 
and four mobile home fires. The highest number of 
runs was to investigate unauthorized burns. 

“People call in and say something is burning and it 
is usually somebody burning trash,” Muncie said. 

The department also went to 97 accidents. 

Muncie reported on the condition of all the trucks in 
the department's fleet, giving the mileage on each and 
the number of runs in which they were used in 2011. 

Muncie figured average times it took to have a 
truck on the scene of a fire after the emergency tone 
sounded. He said it took approximately 1.5 minutes to 
have a truck enroute and 10 minutes for it to be on the 
scene from the time it is toned. 

These times were while the station is manned dur¬ 
ing first and second shift. The time increases signifi¬ 
cantly during the third shift hours (midnight and 8 
a.m.). It takes about 12 minutes to get a truck enroute 
and 23 minutes to arrive on the scene. 

The department has already been to three structure 
fires and five vehicle accidents in just the first weeks 
of the new year.

BGAD also hopes that 
BGU will lift the stigma that surrounds the storing of 
chemical munitions, specifically on the depot.

Hello! My name is Jared Carpenter and I am your 
new state senator. It is our Constitutional duty every 
ten years to realign our voting districts according 
to population after each census. This act fulfills 
the requirement of one man, one vote. Because of 
population shifts, the 34th State Senatorial District 
now includes Estill County in addition to Madison 
and Rockcastle counties. (The final congressional 
district lines are still being discussed between the 
chambers.) Senator Tom Jensen and I have already 
talked about the needs and promise of the com¬ 
munities in Estill. I’m very happy to represent you 
because I have many friends and associates there. 

I look forward to visiting with you all and hearing 
first hand your concerns. Every week during ses¬ 
sion (and quite frequently outside of that), I write 
an update from Frankfort discussing the important 
issues being debated and voted on. I look forward to 
sharing my thoughts and votes with you. 

Before I dive into issues, however, I wanted to 
tell you a little bit about me. I currently chair 
the Budget Review Subcommittee on Education. 

I also serve on the Appropriations and Revenue 
Committee; the Banking and Insurance Committee; 
the Economic Development, Tourism, and Labor 
Committee; and the Education Committee. I am a 
member of the Capital Projects and Bond Oversight 
Committee. I graduated from Eastern Kentucky 
University with a degree in Communication and a 
minor in Business Administration. I am a banker 
with First Southern National Bank. I live in Berea 
and I am the father of two wonderful children, Cole 
and Jaren Cate. 

Now, back to the business at hand. On Tuesday, 
the Governor gave the Budget Address outlining 
his priorities for Kentucky’s budget. As I have been 
warning, we have close to a billion dollar shortfall; 
$742 million to be exact over the biennium. I was 
glad to see that the Governor took a more realistic 
approach to the budget this time and didn’t use 
phantom gambling proceeds to fund programs. He 
also proposed cutting certain agencies by 8.4 per¬ 
cent. However, the Governor then proposed about 
$800 million of additional spending. He is funding 
new programs and initiatives while applying severe 
cuts to other parts of government. This does not 
make sense to many of us in the Senate. 

The House of Representatives has assigned the 
budget proposal to their budget subcommittees. 
When they have finished putting their mark on the 
document and the House passes the bill, the Senate 
will then have our turn at reviewing and revising 
the proposal. I will keep you updated on that pro-

Lawmakers look at 
state's finances 


Lawmakers began dig¬ 
ging into the details of the Mk 

state’s finances this week. 

We heard the Governor’s 
proposed two-year spend¬ 
ing plan in a joint ses¬ 
sion with the Senate on Al 

Tuesday. ^ j 

There was some good 
news in the governor’s 
budget qddress. First, Ted E 

state revenues continue to State Rep 
improve. Second, essen¬ 
tial state services like 
Medicaid, state prisons and funding for 
K-12 schools will likely be exempt from 
any approved budget cuts over the 
next biennium under any forthcoming 
House budget proposal, as indicated by 
some key lawmakers. 

Then, there is the not-so-good news. 
The governor’s proposal cuts most of 
the rest of state government around 
8.4 percent. While smaller cuts have 
been suggested by the governor for 
higher education, local jail, juvenile 
justice and a handful of other areas, a 
cut is still a cut, and it is painful. 

Now, the governor’s budget is in 
the hands of multiple house bud¬ 
get subcommittees and the House 
Appropriations and Revenue 
Committee. When their work is com¬ 
pleted, we will consider it in the full 
house before passing it on to the sen¬ 
ate. 

We also came closer to accomplish¬ 
ing the task of redistricting. The sen¬ 
ate voted earlier this week on house 
redistricting plans for state legislative, 
congressional and judicial districts 
then returned the plans to the house 
for final passage. With the exception of 
the congressional district map, we sent 
the plans on to the governor’s desk to 
be signed into law. Select members 
from each chamber will be meeting in 
a special legislative “conference” com¬ 
mittee to work on a compromise for the 
state’s six congressional districts. 

Several other bills were considered 
this week, as well. Perhaps the most-

Assembly. We know that 
high school graduates earn more in 
their lifetime, and enjoy a better qual¬ 
ity of life, than those who drop out of 
high school. 

The issue of “digital citizenship” was 
also taken up in the house. Being a 
good digital citizen, according to HB 
91, is knowing the risk and rewards— 
including the rights and responsibili¬ 
ties—of being a user of computers and 
technology. HB 91 would help guide 
school employees and students to 
be good digital citizens by requiring 
school boards to adopt “acceptable use” 
policies for use of school technology by 
school employees as well as update stu¬ 
dent behavioral codes to include rules 
of good digital citizenship for school 
children. Supporters of HB 91 say the 
bill is not intended to set policy for 
schools, but rather to guide schools as 
they set their own policies addressing 
the proper use of digital devices.
